The foreign material was removed

from the wheat at the time of

threshing with an experimental

grain recleaner tested by R. H,

Black, in charge of grain-cleaning

investigations for the department,

The foreign material was finely

ground before feeding, so as to kill

the germs of the weed seeds.
The owner ‘of the farm had pre-
viously” sold his wheat ‘“4n the
,Qﬂlrt" at his local elevator, and had
received nothing for the foreign ma-
terial in the grain, Moreover, he
had been compelled to wuse high-
priced oats and other grains for
feed for his live stock. By ¢leaning
his grain and grinding the dockage
in 1921, he obtained fairly good
feed at practically no.cost.

“Another inducement to clean
grain on the farm is that clean
grain will usually bring a higher
price in " the market than grain
which contains dockage,”” Mr. Black
says,

But the department of education is
not the only branch of’ the govern-
ment which is hit in the Budget. The
Mining Bureau is to go, and its daties
are to be divided between the Surveyor-
General and the Industrial Accident
Commission, while the museum is to
go to the State University for use in
the department of minaralogy. The
Bureau of Corrections and Charities
also is to be 1aid cn the shelf, and its
duties given to the State Board of Con-
trol and other Departments. . The
Housing Commission is also among the
things that the Governor says are
useless, and fits work goes to the
Bureau of Labor Statistics.

Besides these consolidations and
liminati e appropriations are
cut down in almost every instance, in
fact there is' only one' instance in
which there has been a notable raise;
that of the Railroad Commission. The
new head of that organization is one
of the most astute and able politicians
and economists-in the State. As soon
as he took office he proceeded to
I"over-the-budget “of “the. Confmission
and as a result he was able to present
to the Governor, before the latter had
his Budget ready for the legislature,
-a schedule reducing the expenditures
‘of the Commission over $184,000. The
Governor thanked Seavey very en-
‘thustically for this evidence of his
cordial - support fin the economical
program, and when the official Bud-
get appeared the figures of the Com-
mission had been raised $106,000.

Aside from the reductions already
explained aubove, the Governor's bud-
get eliminates a number of smaller
items, Thus the appropriation for

The result of all the cuts, elimina.

One of the features of the Budget,
is that it includes the experses and
revenues of the self-supporting depart-
ments such as that of the Insurance
Commissioner, Bank Commissioner,
etc. It is proposed that the ial
funds enjoyed by those Commissions
shall all be turned. into the State
Treasury, and that in many cases, as
in that of the Insurance Commission
Where special work was done for the
insurance companies that they be
charged directly for the cost and made
to pay themselves those engaged in
it without the latter looking to the
State for their fees or salary. Ac-
cording to the Budget the various
boards and commissions—of which the
San Francisc Harbor Commission {s
the most important—expend $7,891,-
668 and thelr receipts reach $10,585-
694, so that there is some $2,694,026, to
be turned into the ,State Treasury, It
may be remarked that, evideutly, be-
cause those Boards or Commissions
are self-supporting, the Governor has
not included either their expenditures
or receipts in his summing up of the
State’s recelpts and expenditures. If
they were iIncluded, of course the totals
both for the cost of the State govern-
ment, and the surplus would be larger
than the figures given above.

While the Budget abolishes many
offices and inmstitutions, and reduces
salaries and expenses, it is not the full
extent to which the Richardson econ-

states that the Budget had necessarily
to be prepared in-a hurry and ‘“that
there should be further cuts, will
probably be chown on closer examina-
tion. Many of the dgpartments.are
in charge “of —hostile officials, who
have handicapped us in every way,”
and he significantly remarks that the
Budget amendment to the constitution,
as adopted -t the last election allows
the Governor to make further recom-
mendations as the session progresses
‘and that during the thirty-days recess
a more thorough investigation can be
made of the needs of the various.in-
stitutions and further suggestions of-
fered.

Supplementing the Budget, and evi-
dently emanating from the Governor’'s
office are a number of bills, all pro-
posing to ‘eliminate different depart-
ments 'of the Government, either by
wiping them out entirely, or else by
consolidating them with some other
department. There are bills too to
limit the scope of the work done by
institutions—as where it is proposed
to bar the children of aliens from
public institutions—or to reduce salar-
fes, thus the Insurance Commissioner,
if he continues to exist, will lose $2.000
